Funeral of Mikhail SUSLOV 


Mikhail Suslov, Member ol 
the Polllbureau, Secretary of 
the CPSU Central Commlltee, 
Deputy to I he USSR Supreme So. 
vlet, twice Hero of Socialist 
Labour, who died on January 25 
aged 79, was burled In a cere- 
mony in Red Square. 

For two days, factory and nf- 
fice workers, scientists, people 
engaged In the arts, college stu- 
dents, and heads of foreign 
diplomatic missions accredited lo 
Moscow streamed past his coffin 
at the House of Unions' Hall of 
Columns. Messages of condo- 
lences poured In from leaden ol 
Communist and workers' parties 
In various countries and from 
heads of slate. 

Addressing the funeral meal- 
ing, Leonid Brezhnev -spoke as 
follows: The Party and country 
have sufferer! a big loss In the 
death of one ol the oldest Party 
leaders, and outstanding Ideolo- 
gist, prominent leader of the In- 
ternational Communist move- 
ment. out dear friend and com- 
rade Mikhail Suslov. 

His life was filled with great 
deeds— Ids fighting Komsomol 


youth coincided with the Civil 
War and he was active In the 
poor peasants* committees. Later 
on, as the son of a poor peasant, 
he enrolled on a woikets* fa- 
' cutty, he graduated from college 
and became a teacher hlmsvll- 
Later he started his work for the 
Party.

Beirut. More demonstrations 
have taken place in Sudan 
against the ruling Nlmciri re- 
gime and lls unpopular policies, 
Ilia WAFA Palestine news 
agency reports. 

Tho Sudanese aulliorilles hove 
given orders to the troops, police 
nnd the Internal security forces 
to disperse demonstrators by 
any methods, Including the use 
of Are arms. In Wad Medan I, 
soldiers opened fire on demon- 
strators who were shouting: 
“Down with the unpopular pro- 
imperialist regime". Several 


dozen people wore killed ox 
wounded, Mass arrests have 
been carried out among the 
population. However, the news 
agency stresses, despite punitive 
measures by tbe security police, 
the authorities cannot regain 
control over the situation in the 
country. Tho measures taken try 
tho authorities are causing In- 
creasing discontent and anger. 

Opposition to the Nlmeirl re- 
gime Is growing despite the 
dissolution of the Sudanese So- 
cialist Union and purges of the 
police and government agencies.

We proceed from the follow- 
ing: the various elements ol 

martlel law which limit civil li- 
berties are burdensome to tho 
entire population, and, sHuallon 
pormllting, will gradually be 
relaxed or even completely 
abandoned. Provided that no Il- 
legal actions or unforeseen cir- 
cumstances emerge, these res- 
trictions should bo lifted or, In 
the final resort, graally re- 
laxed by the end of next month. 

The General emphasized In 
this respect that Poland is still 
a nation facing many hazards, 
Subversive radio broadcasts 
and criminal leaflets advocate 
conspiracies and even terrorist 
ads. The anti-state forces Insti- 
gated from abroad Ihroaten Im- 
pending action. He further 
stressed that such action could 
only lead to the prolongation 
and tightening up of martial 
law. 

laruzelskl declared that the 
Imposition ol martial law had 
produced a positive change In 
production. Compare, for In- 
stance, absenteeism figures for 
November 1981 and January 
WM, we are quite willing to 
make these figures available to 
our foreign creditors, he re- 
marked. .

the Polish crisis might have. It 
had bean planned to start In 
Poland Ihe erosion of the post- 
war balance of forces In Europe 
and hence spread the situation 
worldwide. This drive towards 
destabilization and achieving 
unilateral superiority was aimed 
at destroying the groundwork ol 
peece In Europe, f.e., the Yalta 
Bnd Potsdem agreements. 

These plans were to be 
achieved at Polish expense, the 
General said, and since this 
goal was not met prior to De- 
cember 13, threats, boycotts and 
so-called sanctions are now be- 
ing employed with Ihe aim of 
achieving the same ends. 

America and other NATO 
countries, laruzelskl stated, era 
relying on these sanctions to 
parailze the Polish economy, 
perpetuate the crisis, starve the 
country into submission and to 
provoke internal conflict. 

Such Is. the measure of their 
false humanism, such Is Ihe les- 
son that we should always 
rimfetaber. They - wish to 
punish the Poles for not allow- 
Ing a sacrificial bonfire In the 
heart of Europe, which could 
have burned down their own 
slate. 

There are no limits fe the 
hypocrisy displayed by Wash- 
ington regarding developments 
In Poland, Jaruzelskl claimed. A 
government which has for many 
years torpedoed sanctions be- 
ing taken against Ihe huge con- 
centration camp of South Aid-

U the amount ol fuel burned 
world-wide continues increasing 
at Us present rales, then in Ihe 
next ceniuiy, resulting liom a 
"hothouse effect" ibo average 
global temperature will rise by 
four degrees.

Yuri Norshteln's work In the genre has Iraiw- 
fonned our Ideas of Ilia possibilities Inherent In 
a cartoon nnd of Its nims. He has only made four 
films, bill Ihey hare won more than 20 awnnlu 
and prizes both at homo and abroad — In Fraura, 
Denmark, the United Stains, Finland, the FRC, 
Yugoslavia, Poland and Czech oslovakla, Nor- 
sbtdn is B USSR Stale Prize winner. 

His first cartoon— bosod on Ihe Russian folk 
Inle 'Tbo Fox and the Hare" and stylized in the 
manner of a lubok (popular print)— attracted at* 
lent Ion by Its novel approach lo o welt -worn 
(heme. Tho second, 'The Heron and Hie Crane", 
a loused universal praise.

"A Talo of Tales' 1 Is Norsbleln'a fourth anil 
best Him. This Is a cartoon about childhood, 
about the Une, but very Btroag threads linking 
us to our past, it Is a movie Impregnated with 
nostalgia and hull! on a series of complicated, 
poetical associations. There Is a lullaby in Rus- 
sian folklore which our great-graudmoihera 
used to slug lo us. Little Wolf Is the main cha- 
racter In Ihe song. Aud It Is this same Little 
Wolf, Ihe wiinesa of many childhoods, today 
forgotten and shyly darling away from Ihe 
gleaming modern car— that Norshlein has made 
Into the hero of his film.
